Adju- 
tant General Count Pillar and Prince 
Mijanowiez, of the Hussars, conceived 
the idea of a Roman banquet in the style 
of Lucultus, and twenty-six other otfi- 
cers united in the novel diversion. The 
banquet ball was filled with roses and 
perfumed with all the odors of Arabia, 
and the f casters arrayed themselves ip 
Roman togas and wore garlands of roses 
on their heads. Swallows' nests from 
India wild African pigeons, and a ragout 
of nightingalea were among the costly 
viands with which they were served. 
The banquet lasted eight hours and coat 
$21,000, or $750 apiece. This gastro- 
nomical extravagance has provoked bit- 
ter criticism in Warsaw, where it is de- 
nounced aa a wicked imitation of the 
wanton luxury which preceded the fall 
of the Roman Empire, and where it has, 
at least, done nothing to make more 
agreeable the relations existing between 
the Polish population and the Russian 
a.— Cor.

So:n>' men who put up roils do not 
■nu-lerstati'l their busme-ss; others, find- 
ing the owner of a buihling unwilling to 
pay the. price that it will cost to fully 
protect his building, will put up half rods 
enough to protect it and assure the 
owner it is fully protected. 

If an iron roq i* put on a building 
with points to attract the electricity 
from the passing clouds it is of the high- 
est importance that it should be so put 
up that it will carry off all that it at- 
tracts, or it ha I lietter not bo on the 
building. If the end of the rod does 
not reach the ground, the charge of 
. '..* trieitv will leave the rod. and in all 
probability enter the building and greatly 
injure it. This is a well understood 
fact, yet many buihlings have roils on 
fhOaVl that have boe i l broken oil, and so 
ilo not reach the ground-, in many cases 
the owners know this: but do not taketho 
trouble to repair the break. It is also 
well known that to carry off the elec- 
tricity safely, the end of the rod must 
d.'s -end to nn.ist earth; but notwith- 
hsg This well-known fact, many rods are 
psit up so that the rod descends into the 
cro'dixl so little depth that the ground at 
the end of the rod is dry most of the 
summer. 

It is laid down as a rule that a point 
of a rod w ill protect only a circle twice 
the diameter <>f the height of the point 
above the building, yet how many en- 
deavor to protect 'u thirty fe.«t bnilding 
w i Lis one or two points «Mily live feet 
above the building, thus protecting less 
than two-ninths of the building. Some- 
times we see rods running across the 
roof in different directions, with little 
points every foot or two in length hut 
with only one or at- most two rods tie- 
s'. tiding to the earth, thus inviting a 
large amount of electricity, without 
making the proper provision to carry it 
off. 

Those who have rods on their houses 
should carefullv examine them every 
year and see that they are in proper 
condition; or if not, to remove them 
altogether; for it is always dangerous to 
h ive a lightning n.d on a building thnt 
is not properly put up. and always kept 
in good order. — Mis.iac'iusfJts "Plmgh- 
m<tn.

When Judge Turner was appointed 
Judge or tbe Criminal Court or New Or- 
leans, he round ihe city almost in the 
possession or outlaws and assassins. The 
respectable citiiens could not venture 
rrom tbtlr homee after dark without dan- 
ger or robbery or assassination.

Aside from tho recitals in 
the preamble, clearly the mato question 
and the ceawrolling idem is embodied in 
tlr* first seel i os>, w hlch is that t wo cents 
be levied and imposed, and when oelleet- 
ed, be added lo the common-school fund, 
lo which fun l the while and the colored 
pupil children shall be entitled in the 
aame proportion 

No construction of the act aa a whole 
inconsistent with this governing idea and 
intent is admissible.
